To the President and Trustees of the Frost Free Library 
the librarian submits the following report for the year ending 
Oct. 18, 1945. 


The library has been open 100 times with a total cireula- 
tion of 5,028 books, 3,352 of which were adult fiction, 1,728 
juvenile fiction and 398 non-fiction, 


The total circulation of magazines was 4,334. Due to war 
conditions some magazines have been very slow in reaching 
us. We are indebted to Mrs. Abbie Landry for supplying us 
with copies of Good Housekeeping until the October issue. 
In addition to our 40 magazines we receive Plane Talk sent 
to us by an Aircraft Corporation. Also monthly magazines 
on Soviet Russia, Belgium and Netherlands which supply us 
with information about these countries. Mrs. DeForest, Mr. 
Allen Wileox, Mr. Harry Knox and the W.C.T.U. have given 
numerous magazines for which we are very grateful. 


One hundred forty-five new books were purchased from 
the library fund during the year. Mr. Ernest Flint, Mrs.

Again we are thankful to report another year ended with 
all bills paid and the usual service rendered. 


Our membership drive again conducted by mail was as 
successful as last year. We find the majority of our citizens 
interested and ready to help in any possible way. This is 
much appreciated and helps to keep the Association free of 
financial worries. 

The chief event during the year 1945 was the ending on 
Dec. 31 of the services of Miss Della A. Robbins, R. N. She 
has given us 11 years of faithful and efficient service. It was 
indeed a very great loss to not only our Association but to 
each individual in whose affections she had become endeared 
to have her leave us. We cannot but wish her success in her 
new work in Winchendon, Mass. 
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While the shortage of doctors is a little better, the short- 
age of nurses is much more acute than last year. We are still 
without a resident doctor and so have more need for a district 
nurse. 

Because of the shortage we have not been able to secure 
a nurse. From our interviews 3 other factors enter the 
picture. 

First, the lack of a car. A nurse may have to go from 
one end of the town to the other in a short time. She must 
carry a bag with a certain amount of supplies because she 
doesn’t know just what is needed. This requires more time, 
is more difficult and tiring. 

Second, the winter weather is not inviting to anyone 
starting on a new district job or having to learn to drive. 

Third, nurses in New Hampshire have gone on 8 hour 
duty and being on eall 24 hours is not appealing when there 
are SO many jobs. 

We have been fortunate to secure Miss Cora Lambert, 
R. N., to help us out through January. 

To her we extend our thanks and appreciation. To all 
individuals and organizations who have helped us in various 
ways to carry on and they are many. We thank them.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS

To the School Board and Citizens of Marlboro: 


I herein submit my third annual report as superintendent 
of schools. 


The fundamental purpose of the American Constitution 
as defined in the Preamble—‘‘to promote the general welfare,’’ 
places a great responsibility on public education. Now that we 
have plunged into the Atomic Era a higher level of universal 
education is imperative. 


“The men and women in uniform are coming home having 
finished the gigantic job of making human freedom possible. 
Victory in the war against prejudice, greed and ignorance neces- 
sitates another great invasion in which the penalties of failure 
are as grave as military disasters. The knowledge, the skills and 
the understandings gained by our young people in the next few 
years will determine whether this country can or will solve the 
problems that make peace possible. The implications are very 
clear. The teachers have the key positions in the most essential 
business of all. These commandoes of the peace must also be 
well trained and equipped if their mission of ‘the general wel- 
fare’ is to be accomplished.”’ 


If the boys and girls of schoo] age could understand the 
ever increasing importance of a good education and the hard- 
ships or sacrifices that have been endured to provide them with 
these opportunities at school a more cooperative attitude would 
probably result. This spirit of indifference which is expressed 
by the laxity of a few individuals should not be permitted to 
detract from the achievements of the majority. 


The wide experiences of the graduates of our High Schools 
might be capitalized upon through a well organized Alumni 
Association. At present these groups could become a positive 
nationwide inspiration for desirable pupil activity—especially 
in the smaller districts. The support of the taxpayers is not the 
only essential for good schools. 

Some improvements have been made in the high school 
building since my last report in spite of shortages of materials 
and labor. The roof received extensive repairs and is now in 
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good condition. Three of the classrooms on the first floor and the 
lower hallways have been reconditioned with fresh paint. An 
auxiliary heating system using hot water from the big steam 
boiler now provides excellent heat for the laboratory.

HEADMASTER’S ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1945

I herewith submit my third annual report as Headmaster of 
Marlboro High School. 


ENROLLMENT 
The Senior High School had an enrollment of 59 and the 
Junior High 35 when school began in September. Since that 
time there has been an addition of 3 in High School and 5 in 
Junior High, making totals of 62 and 40 respectively. These 
figures when broken down by grade and sex produce the 
following table.

Two pupils of the Junior High and one of the High School 
are now in Florida and are expected back before the end of 
the year.

This boy expects to be 
released in time to return to school to complete his work next 
year. 
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ATTENDANCE

PARTICIPATION IN WAR EFFORT 


The school year 1944-1945 saw the pupils in Grades 1-12 
invest $4,692.66 in U. S. War Savings Stamps and Bonds. I be- 
lieve we have reason to be proud of this evidence of thrift on 
the part of the pupils as well as of their support of the war 
effort. 


I regret to report that the purchases this year are consid- 
erably below last year’s. This same condition, however, does 
seem to exist in most other schools and our purchases are com- 
paring favorably with those of some of our larger neighbors. 
It is my sincere hope that the amount invested weekly will in- 
erease and that we shall be able to show a total for the year of 
considerably more than twice our present total of $586.10. 


In November, we conducted a scrap paper collection from 
which we received $26.70. Another drive will be conducted in 
February. The collection of milkweed pods mentioned in my 
last report was not held this year because of:-the decreased de- 
mand for life-preserver material. During the last school year 
the sale of waste paper brought $282.39, part of which has been 
used for the promotion of extra-curricular activities and part 
of which remains in the general fund, 


SPECIAL ACTIVITIES 


Between my last report and June, 1945, several activities 
took place; some of which I shall mention in passing. Members 
of the Senior History Class wrote essays on Thomas Jefferson, 
in conjunction with the American Legion Auxiliary. The local 
winning paper written by Charlotte Knight was submitted to 
the State Contest Committee and received third prize. 


All pupils participated in the educational program of the 
W.C.T.U. and several individuals and groups received awards. 


The Junior Class continued the publication of the booklets 
mentioned in my last report. The second edition came in March, 
and another in June. I feel that this is a worthwhile project, 
giving the pupils a chance to use their talents and abilities in 
written work. 
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The Junior Promenade was held in the Community House in 
Mav and was a very successful affair. 


Soon after school began last Fall, the Sophomores gave the 
‘Freshmen the usual initiation and reception. This was a well- 
planned affair and was much enjoyed by all present. After the 
ceremonies of initiation, the balance of the evening was spent in 
playing games and dancing. 

The motion picture projector has been used on several 
oceasions to show films of educational value at assemblies. 


The present Junior Class has taken over the publishing 
project started last year, and has produced one issue with two 
more seheduled. 

A very successtul Harvest Dance was held in the Town Hall 
in November by the Juniors. This was largely attended by stu- 
dents and Alumni. Two or three other dances have been held 
this year. 

The annual Christmas Party brought the Fall term to a 
close. A musical program in the form of a candle light service, 
a Christmas tree with exchange of gifts, and refreshments made 
this one of the well-remembered events of the year. 


The pupils have supported campaigns of the Junior Red 
Cross and the March of Dimes. 


CLASS OF 1945 

On June 15, 1945, thirteen members of the school received 
their diplomas. Two of the boys soon became members of the 
Armed Forces, and are both now receiving advanced specialized 
training at bases in this country, A third boy is a student at the 
University of New Hampshire. Three others are employed locally 
and one of these is awaiting his eall to service, while the re- 
maining two expect to go to school next Fall. 


One girl is attending Keene Teachers’ College. Two are in 
training at the Margaret Pillsbury School of Nursing. One is 
studying at the Peacock Beauty Academy in Worcester, Mass. 
One is employed as a stenographer in Worcester, and the other 
two are employed locally. Once again it pleases me to point out 
that such a large percentage of the group is taking advanced 
educational work and training, 
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The members of the class, accompanied by the Headmaster, 
enjoyed a six-day trip to New York City during the Spring va- 
cation. I believe that this was a worthwhile trip and had high 

educational value. The group visited points of historic interest: 
and museums; they also had the opportunity to see what life in 
a large city is like. 

The last week of school in June saw the Seniors staging sev- 
eral events. These included the Baccalaureate Service, a moun- 
tain hike, a banquet at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Charles Knight 
followed by a bowling party, Class night exercises, and finally 
Graduation. 


The Class left a gift of money to be used to procure some- 
thing as a tribute to those graduates and members of the school 
who left to serve in World War IJ. This has not yet been 
selected. 

SPECIAL RECOGNITION 


The school has a feeling of pride in the recent recognition 
accorded one of its graduates and two members of the present 
Senior Class. Herbert Richardson 1945, received a Principal 
appointment to the U.S. Military Academy at West Point, while 
Napoleon Benoit and Walter Sanders were selected as Alternates 
to the Naval Academy at Annapolis. These appointments were 
made on the basis of competitive examinations. 


ATHLETICS 


Last year the girls’ basketball finished in third place in: 
the Monadnock League. Several games were played in addition 
to those in the League. The season’s record was ten games won 
and four lost. 


The boys’ team held second place in the final standing of 
the League, as an unusually good Peterboro team was unde- 
feated in League play. 

For the second year in succession, the team was invited to 
compete in the State Interscholastic tournament at Durham, and 
for the second consecutive year also reached the finals where 
it was defeated by a one point margin by Vilas High of Alstead. 
Three members of the team, Arthur Croteau, Herbert Richard- 
son, and Napoleon Benoit, were selected as members of the all- 
tournament team. | 
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Having won the championship at the small schools tourna- 
ment at Townsend, Massachusetts, in 1944, the team returned as 
defending champions. Three victories there put the boys into 


the finals against an undefeated Townsend team which had won 


25 consecutive victories. Determination, plus some inspired play- 
ing brought victory and the championship again. 

In April, the teams were honored at a testimonial dinner 
sponsored by the Marlboro Boys’ Club in cooperation with 
townspeople, merchants and industrial plants. A check for $200 
was presented to be used for the purchase of an electric clock 
and scoreboard. The order was placed and delivery promised 
by December, but existing conditions made that~impossible and 
the most recent reports are that none of these units will be pro- 
duced for delivery before late summer, 


In baseball the team ended the regular season in a tie for 
first place in the League. The play off with Milford resulted 
in a 7-5 victory for that team, and gave Marlboro second place. 


This season has seen the quality of competition improve 
and our teams, handicapped by the loss of veteran players, are 
having a struggle to maintain a good record. To date the girls 
have won six and lost five, and played one time game; while the 
boys have a record of nine won and five lost.

The technical fundamentals of music, relative to all grades 
thus far, have been presented, and ‘‘community singing’’ has 
been encouraged and helpful since I believe that only through 
active participation can true appreciation and understanding be 
realized. 


The appreciation lessons, that have been presented during 
my program, included Prokofiev’s ‘‘ Peter and the Wolf,’’ Saint- 
Saens’s ‘‘The Carnival of the Animals,’’ and Tschaikovsky’s 
‘‘Nuteracker Suite,’’ which the children enjoyed very much. 


In the high school a girls’ glee club and a boys’ glee club 
have been organized where the better types of vocal music are 
introduced and sung. Both organizations made their first pub- 
lic appearance at the high school play, ‘‘ Who Killed Aunt Caro- 
line?’’ November 8, 1945. Also the girls’ glee club gave a 
half-hour program for an evening church meeting at the Com- 
munity House, January 30, 1946. 


Due to the facts that graduation took away many of the 
more experienced players and that after-school work and extra-' 
curricula activities interfere with practicing, I have found it 
necessary to refrain from organizing the orchestra immediately. 
Instead, I have devoted my time and effort to individual instru- 
mental instruction which has included the teaching of the 
clarinet, saxophone, trumpet and trombone. The players are 


-progressing satisfactorily, and it ought not to be very long 


before the orchestra will function as a unit. 
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Students have been encouraged to attend the musical 
opportunities that come to Marlboro and Keene, and many have. 
Through the Fuller-Bartlett Fund committee in Keene, it was my 
privilege to distribute several tickets for the concert presented 
by the Indianapolis Symphony Orchestra, January 20, 1946. 


Due to the competent instruction and interest of the teach- 
ers I feel that music is vital and worthwhile in the lives of the 
pupils of Marlboro. And so, to you, to Headmaster Gordon and 
to the teachers may I express my sincere thanks and apprecia- 
tion for the cooperation shown me.

Thirty-six pupils re- 
ceived this mid morning lunch. This fall with the aid of federal 
funds one hundred and twenty-five pupils are receiving milk.
